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.1 . Applicant's arguments in the Request For Reconsideration filed November 8, 
2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the pump 8, venturi 9 and down pipe 12 of Recknagel, 
operating as a vacuum system, are not directly connected to the sleeve 5, and, thus, it 
would not be obvious to use this vacuum system in Griff, where the vacuum pipe is 
shown directly connected to the sleeve. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Griff 
discloses one method of providing vacuum to the sleeve, namely the vacuum pipe 
directly connected to the sleeve. However, there are other methods in the prior art of 
providing vacuum to the sleeve, as disclosed by Recknagel. The pump 8, venturi 9 and 
down pipe 12 of Recknagel provide a vacuum which surrounds the sleeve 5 and which 
passes through the sleeve 5 to act on the profile. Therefore, this vacuum system (the 
pump, venturi, down pipe and vacuum) are clearly connected to the sleeve 5. Note that 
even applicant's vacuum system is CONNECTED in the same way. The instant 
specification (i.e., p. 8, 1 st paragraph) discloses that the interior space 25 (i.e., space 
surrounding the sleeve 12) is connected to an outflow opening 18 which in turn is 
connected to a self-priming water pump which creates low pressure (i.e., vacuum) in the 
interior space 25. In other words, the self-priming water pump provides a vacuum which 
surrounds the sleeve 12 and which passes through the sleeve 12. 

Applicant argues that the features of claim 19 are not suggested. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Claim 19 relates to the dimensions of the claimed apparatus, 
which limitations are covered in the prior art rejections of the previous office action 
mailed on August 9, 2007. 
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Applicant argues that the recited thinness of the sleeve wall of claim 1 9 is 
essential to providing a complex sleeve configuration. However, such an argument is a 
conclusory statement without factual basis. Furthermore, the instant claims do not 
require a complex sleeve configuration, making such an argument irrelevant because it 
is not commensurate in scope with the limitations of the instant claims.
